It will be recalled that early in the
‘808 an attempt was made to counterfelt
the then current two-cent stamps, with the
result that the Government Introduced the
watermark, This device was retained until
1018, when the practice was abandoned as
uselons, partly because the watermark
showed only indistinotly on the paper used
for our present stamps. An  unwater:
marked series, of course, constituted a new
\ssuo, distinet from the watermarked stamps
of the same design. The new labels were
perforated 10, which means ten holes be-
tween onch stamp. Many complaints were
received in Washington that the stamps per-
forated 10 did not separate readlly. Thus
It now transpires that another new (ssue
uppears, this time perforated 11 and hence
not so susosptible to tear when being taken
apart hurriedly.

Tt contnined lova
letters and sonnets alleged to have heen
written in her own hand to that lord ; also
two papers, one In her own hand and one
subreribed by her.

Those letters. If genuine, contalned in-
eontestable proafs of n eriminnl correspond-
enee between Mary and BDothwell, of her
consenit to the King's murder and of her
coneurrence in Bothwells plot to Kidnap
her and carry her off, Claiming this evi-
dateas to have bheen forged, Mary Instructed
her commissioners to ignore 6. And since
then Great Britain bos been divided Into
Tw. amips, those bholieving that sha wrote
the eslobrated “casket letters” and those be-
Heving them to have been spurious Al-
though these letters had enjoined Bothwell
to hurn them, he had—"twas alleged—[lool-
lihly committed them to the custody of the
deputy governor of Kdinburgh Castle, who
In revenge for a later allght had allowed
ane of Murray's henchmen to  Intercept
them.

Evidence For and Against Her

By thoss who have helleved Mary gullty
it has been argued that Murray would not
have staked his succers on forgeries des-
tined to pass muster before many shrewd
investigators; that the wverbosity of the
letters proved thelr genulneness; that they
contained particulars which nobody else
would have thought to Invent; that they
detulled n conversation between Mary and
the murdered king that was afterward re-
cialled by a gentlemnn nx having heen re-
latedd to him by the King, and that the Duke
af Norfolk was fully convineed of her guilt.

On tha other hand, It seemed absurd that
any one #o shrewd as Mary Stuart should
have confided such indiscretions to paper:
that nny one =n wily as Bothwell should
have preserved inerindniting evidence
apalift himself, and that the ke of Nor-
foll, If convineod of her having murdered
her wecond husbund, would have later @
senlougly tried to become her fourth con-
sort Furthermore, investigition of char-
ters and other deeds signed by Queen Mary
showed thut she was not in the places men-
tioned In the famoun letters on the days
assigned therein. :

Moreover, Mary was & clever poet and
the snonnets credited to her were erude and
inolegant, She was & woman of refine-
ment, and the letters attributed to her
werd to the lnst degree Indecent ns well us
written in a crude stvle to which she never
could have descended.

Later the “casket letters” mysteriously
digappeared.  Some sald that thoy were
destroyed by friends of her son, the boy
King James, that every evidence of his
mother's supposed Indiscretions might bhe
ernsod.

Whether genulne or not, the “osasket let-
ters" certainly heiped to pave Queen Mary's
way to the sceaffold.

The truth coneerning them will never be
known.
